Peale To Talk 
To Methodists 


“Smear psychebegists, who, by 
innuendo, smear the character of 
those who differ with them politi- 
cally,” will be attackéd tonight by 
Dr. Norman Vincent Peale, of 
New York, acting chairman and 
secretary of the Committee for 
Constitutional Government, in his 
address to nofth Georgia Method- 
ist ministers, Dr. Peale has an- 
nounced, 

Dr. Peale, pastor of Marble Col- 
legiate church, New York, spoke 
twice to the ministers, and will 
close his series of sermons with a 
“defense” of his activities in the 
committee. 

Yesterday he admitted that his 
name had been mentioned in the 
recent sensational book, “Under- 
cover,” which deals with subver- 
sive activities in this country. 

“T am not ashamed of my ac- 
tivities in the Constitutional com- 
mittee, or any other activities I 
have anything to do with,” Dr. 
Peale said. 

Dr. Peale said the Committee 
for Constitutional Government 
was formed to advocate rigid en- 
forcement of the nation’s constitu- 
tion. 

“However, my primary reason 
for joining was because I was op- 
posed to a third term for Presi- 
dent Roosevelt,” he declared. 

“I am an American through and 
through, I have never had any- 
thing to do with anything that is 
subversive, and I have been ad- 
vised by good lawyers that I have 
a libel suit against the publishers 
of this book. However, I will not 
file a suit, for I don’t believe in 
that. Everything in this book they 
say about me is true, but they said 
it in such a way, and with such 
innuendo, that it looks like I have 
been mixed up in subversive ac- 
tivities.”

Mrs. L. M. Awtrey, presi- 
dent of the Conference Woman's 
Society of Christian Service, and 
Smith L. Johnston, of Woodstock, 
conference lay leader, reported 
yesterday on the year’s work.

In his presidential address 
Bishop Arthur J. Moore asserted 
that a Christian pessimist is a 
heretic, failing to understand that 
the Gospel is suited for the agony 
of this hour of world crisis.

Thus began 
the missionary career of the iate 
James M. Thoburn, of India. 
George I. Seney, a wealthy Meth- 
odist, read an Advocate editorial 
on the needs of the sick and suf- 
fering. Influenced by that edi- 
torial, Seney gave a large sum of 
money for the founding of a hos- 
pital. Wilbur Fisk’s missionary 
zeal was fired by a picture of two 
Flathead Indians in the Advocate, 
and led directly to his sending Ja- 
son Lee and his pioneers to the 
Pacific northwest.” 

Truly-true incident: The pastor 
was humiliated by the dilapidated 
church building, and urged his 
flock to build anew. His appeals 
fell on unheeding ears. In des 
peration, he prayed that a storm 
might demolish the old structure. 
Believe it or not, soon afterwarcs 
a storm did demolish the ante-bel- 
lum house of worship. The con- 
gregation went to work right 
away to prepare the proper skids, 
putting grease on ’em, and saw to 
it that that preacher went else 
where.

The missionary, now more than 
80 years old, is Dr. W. B. Burke, 
of Macon. He is among some l,- 
500 North and South Americans 
being repatriated on the Swedish

Came Home From China. 

He recalled that Dr. Burke, 
member of a prominent Macon 
family, came home from China in 
1936 after serving as a missionary 
for 48 years at Sunkiang. At the 
time he was already five or six 
years past the retirement age of

Dr. Burke’s son James, who for 
merly was on the staff of the Ma- 
con Telegraph and who wrote “My 
| Father in China,” a book about th 
'missionary’s experiences, met his 
'father in Portuguese, India, where 
‘the exchange of American and 
Japanese prisoners recently oc 
curred. 
| While expecting Dr. Burke te 
return to Macon as soon as he 
lands in this country, Bishop 
|'Moore said he was sure the mis- 


‘sionary would want to go back 
to China as soon as the war ends. 
“Despite his age,” he added, “he 
is still very vigorous.” 

Even if he never returns to far- 
away Sunkiang, his name will live 
on there. The-people erected a 
simple stone monument to him.

Ordinarily Mrs. Roose- 
velt dictates hers at the end of the 
day, in about half an hour. I told 
her it took me half a day to write 
a column, and she said, “Yes, bu® 
you write a much better column 
than I do!” Since it is bad taste to 
dispute the opinion of the. First 
Lady, I just spluttered into my tea. 

I'd been worried about how |! 

A 
couple of times I uncrossed my 
legs in small tentative rising ges- 
tures, but neither time did Mrs. 
Roosevelt or Miss Thompson re- 
spond to the cue, so I figured it 
was still all right.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—(>)— 
Year-around navigation on the 
Savannah river was a step nearer 
today with approval by the House 
Rivers and Harbors Committee of 
a navigation and power authoriza- 
tion program calling for expendii- 
ture of $356,000,000 on’ nearly 300 
projects. 

The committee’s program, which 
will be presented to congress early 
next year, included $28,000,000 
for the Clarks Hill reservoir in 
Georgia and South Carolina. 

Another project that also vitally 
affects Georgia given approval by 
the committee was the $60,000,000 
Alabama-Coosa rivers improve- 
ment, which includes the _ Alla- 
toona dam on the Etowah river. 


The principal dam in the Clarks |. 


Hill project would be erected 21 
miles above Augusta, Ga. Colonel 
Robert A. Feringa, of the Army 
Engineers, testifying before the 
comfnittee recently, said construc- 
tion of the dam would make pos- 
sible a 7-foot minimum depth 12 
months out of the year compared 
with a present minimum of about 
five feet available only about 
nine months each year. 

Colonel Feringa told the com- 
mittee Preston Arkwright, presi- 
dent of the Georgia Power Com- 
pany, had advised him the com- 
pany would co-operate fully in the 
Clarks Hill development, making 
available land it owns at the main 
dam site and would purchase all 
or whatever power may be allot- 
ted to it if the project is finally 
constructed. 

The committee also was told by 
Roger B. McWhorter. chief engi- 
neer for the Federal Power Com- 
mission, that the Clarks Hill dam 
was one of the best reservoir 
projects in the southeast and that 
“the public would never lose a

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New Hope for World 


Piece by piece there is a new picture of 
world hope forming upon the stage of the 
nations. With dramatic unity, the statesmen 
and peoples of the free world are witnessing 
the creation of a pattern for lasting peace, for 
a world of sanity and a world of hope for the 
little people. 

On Thursday, tomorrow, Secretary of Rate 
Cordell Hull will deliver a report on results 
of his participation in the recent Moscow con- 
ference, before the congress. He is expected, 
at the same time, to make forceful appeal for 
non-partisan support of the foreign policy of 
this nation. 

He will tell of a conference between the 
four leading powers of the free world—Russia, 
China, Britain and the United States—which 
brought forth an agreement untainted by 
national greed and unhampered by national 
distrust. It is an agreement in accord with 
the highest desires of decent men and an 
agreement which, if nothing mtervenes to mar 
the present friendship of the contracting pow- 
ers, promises a postwar world far nearer to the 
ideals of brotherhood and mutual friendship, 
founded on respect, than any pact of the past. 

However, great as is the promise in that 
Moscow agreemnet, it is eSsential, if it is to 
succeed, that this country shall give it united 
support. Nothing would more quickly bring 
the partially completed house of international 
brotherhood down in ruins than the acrimony 
of partisan squabble inethis country. A repe- 
tition of the shameful! story of American re- 
fusal to join the League of Nations would con- 
stitute a world tragedy that might well be but 
the prelude to world destruction upon the pyre 
of another world war. 

Already, however, there is promise of that 
unity which is so vital. 

At the Mackinac Island conference the Re- 
publican party placed itself on record in regard 
to foreign policy in manner which can only 
mean party readiness to forget politics and 
join with all good Americans in support of a 
postwar program for international amity and 
international association for the enforcement 


of peace. 

The pieces are, one by one, falling into place. 
The next must be that completely united sup- 
port of postwar foreign policy which Secretary 
Hull will seek on Thursday. A united support 
which is essential if the Moscow agreement 
is to mean anything in actuality. 

If the present trend in world diplomacy con- 
tinues. if the ideals outlined are steadfastly 
sought by all the free nations working together, 
without either international or intranational 
friction, the dream we have dreamed may yet 
come true. We may yet see, within the time 
of the generation now living, a new world dedi- 
cated to brotherhood in place of the world that 
has given itself to hate and fear founded upon 
the impedimenta of that mass crime which 


men call war.

Government by Platitude? 

Governor John W. Bricker, of Ohio, has, at 
last, made formal announcement he is a can- 
didate for the Republican presidential nomi- 
nation in 1944. 

Incidentally, that announcement presum- 
ably leaves the race for the governorship of 
Ohio wide open and thereby removes Bricker 
as a factor in a heated wrangle over state job 
patronage which has, for sometime, threatened 
to split Ohio Republicans wide open. 

Unless there is a startling change in the 
picture between now and the timeof the Re- 
publican national convention the chances of 
Bricker to receive the nomination seem slight. 
Outside of his own state he has failed to make 
any impression as presidential timber and, in 
all his appearances, has proved sad disappoint- 
ment to his backers. 

He appears to be of that type of public 
man who is adept chiefly at fence riding. A 
speaker who attempts to cover his lack of 
information and knowledge on matters outside 
his immediate, circumscribed experience with 
a specious coating of bromidic platitudes. 

The same tendency to verbose mouthing of 
meaningless platitudes is to be seen in his 
forma] announcement, made Monday. 

And this country cannot run the risk, in

Unidentified “regional OPA officials” are 
quoted as promising “immediate smashing of 
Atlanta’s widespread gasoline black market.” 
It is most sincerely to be hoped that this 
promise will be promptly fulfilled. 

Although there can be no honest refutation 
of the charge that both seller and buyer of 
illegitimate gasoline coupons are guilty of 
nauseating disloyalty to their nation at a time 
of crisis, it is evident to anyone who watches 
the automobile traffic upon our streets that 
many Atlantans are guilty of this offense. 
There are too many automobiles with nothing 
but an “A” sticker, seen daily on the streets. 
No one can operate a car, day after day, here 
and there about the town, on legitimate “A” 


‘coupons alone. 


It is, thus, evident there is an extensive 
gasoline black market operating here. One 
man has been arrested and arraigned in 
federal court on the charge of stealing gasoline 
coupon books from several rationing boards. 

It may be remembered that large numbers 
of such books were stolen at the time the new 
“A” gasoline ration books were distributed 
several weeks ago. These, undoubtedly, are still 
in existence, somewhere.

Hog-Killing Time 

The weather has been comparatively mild 
in Georgia this fall, but with report of blizzards 
in the Iowa latitude and below zero weather 
in the St. Paul area the really cold peyiod for 
this section cannot be far distant. When freez- 
ing weather does come it will be a busy period 
on the farms of Georgia. While the bulk of 
Georgia’s porkers pass through the many com- 
mercial packing plants of the state, thousands 
will be slaughtered and processed on farms for 
home use. This year unusual care will be 
taken that none of the meat products spoil 
by reason of careless handling. 

Hog-killing and cane-crushing are the two 
most important interests at this time, as the 
state’s 1943 crop harvest is practically com- 
plete, and, according to Director Walter S. 
Brown, of the Agricultural Extension Service, 
with no serious losses. 

This accomplishment during a year of 
serious farm labor shortage Director Brown 
ascribes to good weather during the harvest 
period, hard work by farm people and the 
finest co-operation and help from people, 
newspapers, schools, business firms, civic clubs 
and other groups in cities and towns. 

The federal government is calling for an- 
other increase in food production in 1944, and 
farm labor will be shorter than this year. 
Director Brown says town and city people will 
be called upon again to help with essential 
farm work. “I am sure they again will respond 
to the call as in 1943, so the greatest amount 
of foodstuffs may be produced and harvested,” 


he declared.

WASHINGTON PARADE

NIMITZ PREDICTS WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—Admiral Ches- 

ter W. Nimitz, our Pacific fleet command- 
er, stated in a recent address that the Japanese are about to be 
heavily attacked in a new area. 

Since the able admiral is not given to idle boasting, it is in- 
teresting to speculate on what he means. On 
the face of things, it would seem that our long 
delayed offensive in the Pacific is about to get 
under way in ee@rnest. The only question is 
when and where the blows will be struck. 


We can leave out of our calculations any 
plans which Lord Mountbatten, the Allied com- 
mander in India, is generally assumed to have 
for opening a campaign to drive the Japs out 
of Burma. That will be a separate action. Lord 
Mountbatten’s operations are in a different 
sphere from those of Admiral Nimitz, so the 
Pacific fleet commander must have been talk- 
ing of other moves to come.

Sit the attack on Bougainville by Admiral William 
F. Halsey and the renewed activity which is being directed in the 
Central Pacific by General Douglas MacArthur. 

Informed military circles are agreed that these are not isolated 
examples of island-hopping such as have marked our operations in 
the Pacific heretofore. They have the elements of meaning some- 
thing much more important. 

Admiral Nimitz’s statement gives them a greater meaning, It 
is reasonable to suppose that he was anticipating something more 
far-reaching. 


HAS NECESSARY FORCE Whatever pos have been the sit- 


uation six or eight months ago, 
General MacArthur is now believed to have all the forces under his 
command that are necessary to mount a major offensive against 
Japan. The best evidence of this is found in the marked silence on 
the subject by the special senate committee which spent some days 
with MacArthur in Australia as a part of its world inspection tour 
of Allied bases, 

So far as the record shows, no member of that five-man com- 
mittee returned to Washington with complaints of General Mac- 
Arthur not having enough men and equipment for all purposes tn 
the South Pacific. 

If the contrary had been true; that is to say, if members of the 
committee had found the general to be inadequately supplied with 
men and materials, we may be assured many loud squawkKs would 
have been forthcoming, and certain elements of congress would 
have raised vociferous demands for remedying the situation. 

The silence of the senate commit-

tee is, therefore, evidence enough 


General MacArthur has all the forces at hand which he believes 
necessary to carry out any sort of campaign he may have in mind 
for dealing the Japs a death blow. 

We know, also, our naval position in the Pacific has improved 
tremendously during the past year. New launchings alone have 
been more than sufficient to make up for any deficiency our fleet 


may have suffered as a result of the treacherous blow at Pearl 


Harbor. Secretary of the Navy Knox has given some startling 


figures on the manner in which our fleet has grown in the past 


year. We have reached the stage where we are able to dare the 
Jap fleet to come out and fight. 

But the developments in the Mediterranean theater have had 
The 
surrender of the Italian fleet, plus the reduction of Axis island 
strongholds in the Mediterranean, have made it possible for a large 
number of British naval units to be released for service in the 


Pacific. 


Thus the turn in war events in Europe, together with the great 
naval production which the genius of American industry has made 
possible, have finally brought us to a position where we are able 
to give Japan the attention she is due. 


PRELUDE TO BIGGER THINGS What is going on now at 
Bougainville and the Solo- 
mons area must be the prelude of bigger things to come. After 


cleaning up there, including the important Jap naval base at Rabaul, 
the next step might well be the Philippines. 


Generak MacArthur is known to be looking forward keenly to 
the day when he can carry out his pledge to the Filipino people to 
He solemnly committed himself to that action 
when, at the President’s direction, he was forced to give up the 


defense of Bataan. 


But any close examination of the factors involved must show he 


would be guided by sound military reasons, more than sentiment, 


in wanting to return to the Philippines. 
From the Philippines to points in China under control of Gen- 


eralissimo Chiang Kai-shek the distance is only about 900 miles, 


including a hop across the China sea of some 500 miles. Once Gen- 
eral MacArthur is re-established in the Philippines he will be able 
to cut Japan’s vital shipping lifeline across the China sea with long- 
range American bombers which are now at his disposal in great 


numbers, 


WOULD CUT JAP LINES Naval authorities say the Japs 

would never be able to get a ship 
across those water, if we were firmly established in the Philip- 
pines. That would mean all Jap forces in Malaya, French Indo- 
China and Burma would be cut off. In order to supply them, the 


Japs would have to send their vessels all the way around Australia, 


a task they are not equal to. 

When we retake the Philippines, the war in the Pacific is half 
over. Perhaps two-thirds. Japan will then be forced back on her 
home islands, separated from all of the rich provinces in the South 
Pacific she has conquered. :

how I looked up Henry Kaiser to 
talk about the sweet graft of the 
big’ AFL, boilermakers’ union in 
all the big shipyards of the west 
coast and later. in the same day 
a girl from the CIO ship builders 
union named Ruth Meyers. She 
dropped in and yelled murder at 
the way Kaiser, the United States 
congress and the boilermakers 
moved -her union out of the play 
way back there early in the game. 

Kaiser deals with labor in terms 
equivalent to divisions of troops 
and prefers to do business with 
unions because that saves him the 
detail work of negotiating with 
all those individuals. So, back in 
May, 1941, he made a closed shop 
contract with the AFL crowd for 
his Portland, Ore., yard when 
there were only 77 shipbuilders 
at work. 

Miss Meyers says there were 
only 66 but we wont quibble 
about 11 men. They may have 
been asleep in the dark corners of 
@ hold at the time her count was 
made. Other closed-shop contracts 
followed and the CIO was frozen 
out. 

This AFL union is the Kansas 
City, Kans., crowd run by an old 
guy named J. A. Franklin in such 
a way that his son, Harold, gets 
a tremendous rakeoff in the 
agents’ commissions on the insur- 
ance which the members are 
obliged to carry. If the serfs don’t 
keep up their insurance payments 
and the union president’s kid 
doesn’t get his graft right on the 
line every month, they fall into 
bad standing and Kaiser is re- 
quired to run them out of the 
yards. 


. The Franklins have been 
Since running this racket ever 
1926 since 1926 and back in 

1929 the executive coun- 
cil came to a boil over the matter 
and threw the old gent out of 
office. The council's report said 
the insurance company was de- 
linquent in paying $68,000 in in. 
surance-claims and that the com- 
pany said the main reason was 
that after the old man’s kid got 
the dough there wasn't enough 
left to take care of all the widows 
and orphans. But, after a time, 
through the operation of that type 
of scale-model Tammany politics 
which Justice Felix Frankfurter 
would justify as familiar union 
practice, the old gent got back 
into office, and the racket re- 
sumed with the result that when 
the war program came on and 


people were shooed into the union} 


by the tens of thousands, young 
Franklin's income swelled to lend- 
lease dimensions. 

Well, friends, Kaiser has about 
a quarter of a million members 
of this union on his pay rolls, all 
covered by contracts signed long 
before most of them ever had any 
idea‘ of building ships: and Miss 
Meyers, speaking for the CIO 
shipbuilders, says this is a dirty 
outrage and wants the govern- 
ment to hold regular labor board 
elections and let the people decide 
themselves whether they want to 
stay in Franklin’s outfit or join 
her’s to complicate matters. 

Congress put a rider in an ap- 
propriation act stipulating that 
where a contract had been in 
force three months or more the 
Jjabor relations board must let 
stand, so the Franklins are sitting 
very pretty indeed and moreover 
the local unions in the big centers 
are gathering in dues and initia- 
tion fees by the million with the 
prospect that when the war pro- 
gram closes down the member- 


ship will shrink down to just. a. 


few hundred who then will have 
a perfect legal right to cut up the 
loot and simply vote themselves 
millionaires, 


66 Out in Portland a 
Marble local unioneer named 
Palace’? Tommy Ray, a Chi- 
cago fellow, got so 
dough-heavy that he built an elab- 
orate union headquarters which 
the CIO crowds call the marble 
palace to which the rank and file 
is not cordially invited except for

The son-in-law was cleared by a jury, but the whole thing was soe 
rotten they want the whole crowd cleared off the island. 

A lot of good American and English boys have given up decent 
homes and little jobs to go out and fight a war. A great many of 
them are getting killed and wounded. Thousands of them will live 
out their lives as cripples, dependent on the charity of their nation. 

That is why so many persons ‘burn about the collar contem- 
plating the De Marigny crowd and its counterpart in this nation and 
elsewhere. That is why many a poor devil, trying to make ends 
meet, in this country or England, becomes bitter and thinks his 
country is a hell of a country and begins to doubt his own govern- 
ment for allowing such a lot of parasites to exist in luxury in th 
night clubs and the international hotels of the world. : 

I don’t know if it can be done, but I hope the British govern- 
ment’s representatives in this country can find some way to go to 
the United States officials and say, “Please don't let these parasites 
in to louse up your country the way they have the Bahamas. Let 
them go to French territory in Africa. The count is French. Let 
him take his whole gang of cafe society down there to his own 
country.” 

Certainly it will be a pity if they are allowed to come to this 
country to give honest wealth advertising it doesn't need. 


CAROL AND LUPESCU Mr. Russell Birdwell, by his letter, - 


has been hired to make out a good 
case for Ex-King Carol of Rumania and his fancy woman, Lupescu. 
He is registered with the Department of State as a Rumanian 
agent, or at least as an agent for the ex-king in exile. He does not 
mention Lupescu, but she has been along all this while and one 
may assume that she is to Carol what the lamb was to Mary. 

He is trying to build up a case which will create public opinion 
favorable enough to allow Carol and Lupescu to be admitted to th 
United States. . 

That is something we don’t want, either. 

Carol always was the playboy, always the cafe society boy, 
always a part of the most corrupt government on earth—Rumania. 
It was for sale at any and all times. 

John Gunther, in his book “Inside Europe,” begins his chapter 
on Rumania as follows: “Rumania, a rich country, with 18,.800.000 
people, is ruled by King Carol, who in turn is ruled by Madam 
Lupescu. ... There is a cruel little joke about Rumania. ‘Mania’ 
means madness. ‘Kleptomania’ means madness to steal. ‘Rumania’ 
means madness to steal applied to a nation.” 

Mr. Birdwell tries to make out Carol as a democrat who fought 
the Nazis. He tries to make oyt the Rumanian government as one 
opposed to the Nazis. That won't quite come off. Rumania may 
turn back to the Allies, as she always has turned to the side that 
promised most. She probably will come whining in to camp, when 
all danger is past, saying she had her fingers crossed and didn't 
mean it. There are good, democratic Rumanians. But Carol was 
never one of them. t 

The record shows that his mistress, Lupescu, was one of the 
most genuine characters in Rumania. She was, and is the ex-king’s 
fancy woman. © But she seems to have been the only one in the 
Rumanian court with any real character. 

The United States doesn’t want Carol. He already is in a zood 
country. The record shows that in Mexico he has been following 
the usual night club pattern. I'd wager Mexico is asking him and 
his woman to leave. If he is in a financial tight, as the boys say, 
how come he can hire a national publicity campaign in his behalf? 
I hope Americans vote a loud ‘‘no” on the whole set. In fact, maybe 
we ought to write or wire our congressmen and senators and our 
State Department that we, as Americans, don’t want this crowd of 
useless, corrupting parasites to be allowed to enter this country.

A few years ago, help was made scarce by WPA, especially 
in regions where servants could quit their regular jobs and get 
more money by “joining the W. P. and A.” for relief. Then along 
came the draft, with monthly checks for dependents of the drafted, 
and in a low-wage and big-family section this monthly allowance 
seemed final proof of Santa Claus. | 

But the primary complaint is not that domestic helpers are 
hard to get or too expensive, but that they have become independ- 
ent and hard to please. They set their own hours, regardless of 
need, They take a day off when they choose. They don’t give a 
darn whether they work or not. 

If these complaints are well founded, the explanation is quite 
simple. What ails the hired help is human nature—and it isn't 
limited to domestics. 

Morocco used to be a garden that produced surplus grain, fruit 
and vegetables for millions in Europe. Germany stripped it and 
left it starving. When we took over, Arab farmers and workers 
«wsked nothing more than a chance to earn a living. They were satis- 
fied with low wages and eager to plant every available acre. 

We promptly spoiled them. We offered fabulous wages. We 
let the price of farm products mount skyward. And human na- 
ture, Arab variety, reacted as usual. The worker toils till he has 
enough and then takes a rest. The farmer, finding he can get 
as much for one bushel as he formerly got for three or five. cuts 
his acreage accordingly. Why sweat to-plow five acres if one will 
produce the usual living? 

Wherever we go, we throw a monkey wrench in the labor ¢it- 
uation, The sun never sets on the American sucker, and natives 
put up prices to accommodate him. It will be a sad day for them 
when the war is won.

Total $7,105,000,000 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—(?) 
Revised figures of the War Pro-| 
duction Board today fixed United | 
States government expenditures 
for war purposes during October 
at $7,105,000,000. 


This is a decrease of $107,000.- 
000, or one and one-half per cent, 
from September outlays. The fig- 
ures cover war costs of every na- 
ture, even Army pay. 

Earlier WPB figures had placed 
October expenditures slightly 
under $7,000,000,000. 


Expenditures in the first 10 
months of 1943 amounted to $71,- 
000,000,000, compared with $68,- 
000,000,000 spent in 18 months 
from July 1, 1940.

Baptist Group 
Hears Dr. Neff

“Religious liberty, the human 
heritage of all men, is the right 
to worship God as one may 
choose, or not to worship Him at 
all, as he may elect; without co- 
ercion from any source whatever,” 
declared President Pat M. Nefzf, 
of the Southern Baptist Conven- 
tion and of Baylor University, in 
his address at the Georgia Bap- 
tist Convention last night in the 
First Baptist church, * 

“Religious liberty is 


distinctive contributi to. the 


science of government,” he con- 


tinued. “It was our founding fa- 


thers who first declared to the 


world that the government had no 
right to control by law the con- 
scientes of men. While America 
was in the making, Baptists 
rocked the cradle of religious lib- 


erty, often going to jail rather 


than corpromise their convictions, 

“The basis of religious liberty 
is the separation of church and 
state—the doctrine that first had 
its romantic beginning in Amer- 
ica. War is now being waged 
around the world for tht freedom 
of religious conscience. It is a 
head-on collision between the dy- 
namic ideals of democracy and 
the dictatorial doctrines of a to- 
talitarian government. The out- 
come of this. war will determine 
what kind of a destiny awaits the 
American people—whether we are 


to be slaves or free men to enjoy 


the God-given attributes of life,” 
said President Neff. 
Bishop Moore Speaks. 
A feature of Tuesday’s sessions 


was the address of Bishop Arthur 


J. Moore, of the Methodist church 
in Georgia and Florida. Present- 
ed to the convention as the fra- 
ternal messenger of the North 


Georgia Methodist Conference, 


now in session in Atlanta, Bishop 


Moore said: 
“This hour, so gracious in op- 


portunity, must also be acknowl- 


edged for the tragic responsibility 
which it imposes upon the church 
of Jesus Christ. Wisely have you 
chosen as the theme for your con- 
vention, ‘Baptists in Today’s 
World.” I can see no place, no 
room in today’s world for a halt- 
ing, hesitating church. Jesus did 
not once imply that His church 


was to be a thing apart, letting 


sin alone if sin would let it alone; 
but, rather, Jesus clearly declared 
that His church must assault the 
citadel of sin. 


“What the world needs today 


above all other needs is the mes- 


sage and the movement and the 
mood of the church of the Lord 
No man can believe 


in the sovereignty of God and not 


Jesus Christ. 


believe in the ultimate supremacy 
of righteousness, 


“As an example of what I ant 


seeking to emphasize, allow me to 
say that Georgia Methodism 


heartily joins with the vast host 


of Georgia Baptists in an unceas- 
ign, uncompromising crusade to 
rid this state of the menace of the 
liquor traffic. We dare not be at 
ease in Zion when evil is rampant 
in our midst.” 

Convention Officers. 

Dr. Frederick S. Porter, pastor 
of the First Baptist church, Co- 
lumbus, was re-elected president 
of the convention, with Dr. Mau- 
rice Trimmer, Macon; Dr. H. P. 
Bell, Carrollton; Dr. R. D. Hodges, 
Statesboro, and Dr. W. A. Duncan, 
East Point, to serve as vice presi- 
dents. 

Dr. B. D. Ragsdale, Macon, was 
re-elected secretary of the con- 
vention for the 47th consecutive 
time. He named Dr. J. L. Clegg, 
Dalton, as his assistant. Dr. Spen- 
cer B,. King, Blakely, was re- 
elected treasurer. 

Recommendations from the ex- 
ecutive board, adopted by the con- 
vention, authorized an expansion 
program for the Georgia Baptist 
hospital, calling for a million dol- 
lars for new butldings and equip- 
ment; for the launching of a state 
Baptist Hundred Thousand Club 
movement to retire all existing in- 
debtedness on the agencies of the 
convention; and for expansion of 
the present ministry of the con- 
vention to camp areas and defense 
plants.

Appeal Is Suggested 


LONDON, Nov. 16.—(AP)—An appeal by the leaders of 


the tripower alliance to the 


Nazi regime and conclude the war honorably without further 


German people to scrap the 


bloodshed and ruin was suggested unofficially today for 


consideration at any possible meeting of President Roosevelt, 


Prime Minister Churchill and Premier Stalin: 


Such an appeal would be fully | 
in accord with the announced So- | 
viet policy of making a distinction | 
between the German masses and 
their leaders, and also with the | 
strategy employed by the Allies 
to ease Italy out of the war. 

A series of appeals from Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Prime Minis- 
ter Churchill, reinforced by 
threats of utter destruction, pre- 
ceded Italy’s hasty capitulation to 
the first Allied forces which in- 
vaded her mainland. 

Especially noted here were 
Hull’s statements that the Rus- 
sian-sponsored free German move- 
ment among prisoners and exiles 
.in Russia no longer lad any sig- 
nificance and that the principles 
adopted for Italy would apply to 
other liberated countries—that is, 
complete expurgation of Fascism 
and reinstitution of a democratic 
government. 

A tripower declaration that the 
conquered German people—as dis- 
tinct from the Nazis—might ex- 
pect the same just treatment as 
was accorded the Italians would 


‘be welcomed in those British cir- 
cles which have frequently con- 
tended the Allies’ unconditional 
‘surrender terms were ai spur 
rather than a deterrent to the 
Germans. Nazi Propaganda Min- 
ister Paul Joseph Goebbels fre- 
quently has employed this to sub- 
stantiate his allegation that the 
‘aim of the Allies was the com- 
'plete destruction of = German

Such a docteshitinis however, it 
was said unofficially, would not 
mean the abandonment of the un- 
conditional surrender demand, 
which still would be imposed as 
rigidly on the German military 
as on the Italian.

Mayor Hartsfield has approved

To Boost War Vet Pay} 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—(4)— 
Without a dissenting vote, the 
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ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Al- 
giers, Nov. 16.—(4)—Lieutenant 
Franklin D. Roosevelt Jr., the 
third son of the President, receiv- 
ed the Silver Star for gallantry 
and Purple Heart for wounds 
from Vice Admiral H. Kent Hew- 
itt today during the presentation 
of 24 awards to 22 officers and 
men of the destroyer Mayrant. 

Five other Silver Stars, two of 
the Legion of Merit, and 15 Pur- 
ple Hearts were awarded as the 
outcome of repeated enemy aerial 
attacks on their ship during the 
Sicilian campaign. 

The 29-year-old Roosevelt re- 
ceived the Silver Star for “con- 
spicuous gallantry and intrepidity 
of action” in a raid on Palermo, 
August 1. 

“During a heavy enemy night 
air attack on shipping in the har- 
bor,” the citation said, “several 
bombs were dropped close to the 
U. S. S. Mayrant, moored along- 
side the dock. 

“Bombs struck a trainload of 
ammunition and other near-by 
storages of gasoline and explo- 
sives. When bomb fragments and 
flying shrapnel from exploding 
ammunition wounded two men on 
the bridge of the ship, partially 
amputating the leg of one of the 
men, Lieutenant Roosevelt quick- 
ly, effectively and with disregard 
for his own safety, administered 
first aid and then during the 
heaviest part of the attack carried 
the more critically injured man 
down the ladders from the bridge 
to the nearest battle dressing sta- 
tion. This prompt and courage- 
ous action in the face of great 
danger to himself in all probabil- 
ity saved the life of the wounded 
man. 

“The exceptional courage, ini- 
tiative and outstanding devotion 
to duty displayed by Lieutenant 
Roosevelt were in keeping with 
the highest traditions of the naval 
service.”

Dramatic Conflict of Two Women 
Dominates Novel Placed in South 


BRIGHT IS THE MORNING. 
By Robert Gibbons. (Alfred 
A. Knopf, 339 pages. $2.50.)

The great Sigmund Freud 
called it “mother-fixation”; Sid- 


ney Howard called it “the silver 
cord”: Robert Gibbons in this 
his first novel calls it Just moth- 
er-love. It is this emotion which 
dominates the swift moving and 
revealing story of the Gael fam- 
ily who lived on a farm in south- 
ern Alabama. 

Nolie Gael says of this mother- 
love, “It’s not a weak thing in 
some women like me. It’s a 
power!” Such is its power that 
when Jesse, her best beloved son, 

_ brings home the lovely Chloe 
Winters as his bride, there be- 
gins a bitter and deliberate 
struggle between these two 
women for the possession of this 
husband-son. John, Nolie’s hus- 
band, possessed of a quiet homey 
wisdom, goes to extreme lengths 
to avoid a “ruckus.” But Joe 
Tom, the handsome, happy-go- 
lucky, irresponsible brother in 
whom the “wild blood” streak 
of the Gaels crops out, secretly 
loves Chloe. Within the tight- 
ness of this little group the un- 
dercurrent of clashing emotions 
swells until it breaks its bond 
in a crescendo of violence. 

Robert Gibbons, winner of the 


Alfred A. Knopf Fellowship in 
Fiction, has written a novel of 
the south. However, it is more 
than that. It goes beyond a sec- 
tion of the country, These are 
the Gaels of Kansas, the Da- 
kotas, Ohio, or Massachusetts. 
Their closeness to the soil, their 
inhibitions, privations and sim- 
ple pleasures belong to the farm 


folk of America. Mr. Gibbons 
knows his people with a depth 
of understanding and digs deep 
beneath the surface with suc- 
cess. 

The style is simple and force- 
ful when Gibbons is writing of 
his. characters, but when he 
paints his inseparable back- 
grounds of nature framing these 
episodes of human strife, there 
is rich beauty bordering on 
poetic prose. Throughout the 
novel there is an ever-recurring 
awareness of man’s ties with 
all the elements of nature. 

“Bright Is the Morning” is not 
a pretty story. It is a strong 
one, strong in its revelation of 
a great class of people.

gan dabbling in politics; soon 
his simple and instinctive pa- 
triotism withered and died. 

Petain was a master of de- 
fense. His was the mind that 
relaxed behind the gigantic 
Maginot Line confident in its 
impregnability. His also was the 
hand that gave the blueprints of 
that defense system to a Ger- 
man firm to install the electri- 
cal equipment. 

Martel draws a vivid picture 
of Petain’s admiration for Hit- 
ler’s firm control of the Ger- 
man people. This, coupled with 
his intense Anglophobia, Petain 
made a dangerous man to lead 
the destiny of the proud French 
republic, 

It is not a pretty picture of a 
famous man. It is not one to be 
read by firm believers in Pe- 
tain’s integrity. The entire book 
presents bewildering doubts, 
and numerous questions that 
historians alone can answer. 

Martel was in a position to 
watch the career of Henri Phil- 
lipe Petain. Born in Paris in 
1895, and wounded twice in the 
first World War, he was on the 
scenes when Petain was rising. 
He does not deal solely with 
this ‘“defeatist traitor,” but 
brings in Joffre, Foch, Clemen- 
ceau, Daladier, Franco, and 
other contemporary figures of 
those troubled days.

Bake or steam squash until tender, scoop out of the shells and 
mash until smooth. To three cups of mashed squash add 3 table- 
spoons margarine or butter, 1-4 cup undiluted evaporated milk, 1-2 
teaspoon salt and 1-4 teaspoon. pepper. Beat until light and fluffy 
and serve as you would mashed potatoes. 

Other Ways to Prepare. 

These little squashes on the half shell are good when stuffed. 
Bake as directed, except do not sweeten, and just before they are 
done place a small cake of sausage, which has been partly cooked, in 
each center. Finish baking. 

The pulp after steaming or baking until tender, may be scooped 
out, seasoned with sugar, eggs, nutmeg, like sweet potato, and turned 
into a pudding dish and baked. Or it may be turned into a pie shell,

Cultivate Correct Posture 
To Be Energetic, Look Trim 


By Ida Jean Kain. 


The colonel was so trim and 
had such an erect bearing that 
he stood out even among his fel- 
low officers, The lady had a mid- 
dle-aged spread and her posture 
was one of the reasons. Almost 
her first envious question after 
the introductions was: “Do you 
take exercises, colonel?” And, 
“Madame; I am exercising right 
this minute,” was his retort, as 
he drew himself up another inch. 

What the colonel meant was 
that correct posture amounts to 
constant exercise and there’s not 
much use in taking violent cor- 
rective exercises for 15 minutes 
a day if you are going to slump 
te rest of the time. The more 
you use the muscles involved in 
holding yourself erect, the strong- 
er they become, and the more 
natural it is for you to hold your- 
self erect. 

If you want to see a quick 
change in y-ur figure, just snap 
up your posture. When you stand 
up to your full height you imme- 
diately cut down on that middle- 


aged spread because you take up 


the slack there. The whole idea 
is to stand tall without tension. 
Your hips should be well under 
you. That means pulling down 
with the muscles on the back of 
the hips and up with the muscles 
in front, forming the abdominal 
girdle. You get a nice long 
stretch between the hips and ribs 
and lift the chest, but keep the 
shoulders down and relaxed. Don’t 
stick your chin out. Keep it level. 

Your leg action is important. 
Never stand with knees thrust 
back and stiff That can throw 
your entire body out of joint. It 
makes your hips stick out and the 
small of your back cave in. 

In walking, keep the knees 
loose, but swing the legs from 
the hips and point your toes 
straight ahead. When you climb 
stairs your back should be straight. 
The hip and thigh muscles should 
do the climbing. 

The best sitting posture is well 
back in the chair with the small 
of the back pressed against the 
back of the chair. To do that, 
you have to pull up and in with 
the muscles of the lower abdomi- 
nal wall and if you keep these 
muscles on their job long enough 
you will have a nice flat front 
line. Do your forward bending 
from the hips and keep your back 
straight. Slumping strains mus- 
cles and ligaments and makes you 
tire more quickly. Then you 
slump more. 

Good posture is the most ef- 
ficient. It lets you do your work 
more easily. But if you have 


| slumped for years you will have 


to back up this change in the 
way you stand, walk and sit, with 


a few simple exercises. One of 
the best is merely to sit on the 
floor, legs straight out in front, 
back pressed flat against the wall 
for two to three minutes a day. 
Next week we'll take some pos- 
ture tests to see how you are 
getting along.
